The state federation of farm bu­ 
reaus, of which the Cook and I)u- 
Pagc farm bureaus are 
members 
has turned down through its board 
of directois, the proposed revenue 
amendment to tho constitution cf 
the state, which is to be submitted 
to the voters Nov. I. 
This comes as a surprise, 
since 
tb | activities of the Illinois Agricul- 
tpWjl association, as the federation 
is called, are fairly well known as 
fighting to change the system un­ 
der which the farmers of the state 
are suffering oppressive and semi- 
confiscatorv taxation at the pres­ 
ent time. 
The association 
has a 
membership of aoout 60,000, and 
is composed of faim 
bureaus in 
ninety-four counties. 
“The Illinois Agricultural asso­ 
ciation will not support the rev­ 
enue amendment to the Constitu­ 
tion,” President Earl C. Smith an­ 
nounced last week. 
“We feel that 
in the form in which the amendment 
is presented it would increase, rath­ 
er than lessen, the tax load now so 
burdensome to real estate. 
“The decision to withhold support 
from the amendment was reached 
with great reluctance. The associa­ 
tion is far from satisfied with the 
present taxing 
system, 
but 
the 
amendment does not offer relief. 
“ In fact it would open the door 
for additional tax burdens, and the 
burden is now too heavy.” 
The contention of the association 
is that it would open the way for 
what would be practically a county 
income tax, without a state income 
tax of enough percentage sufficient­ 
ly to replace the present oppressive 
taxes on real estate, including farm 
land. 
Rather than take a false re­ 
form that would betray them for 
many years to come, the farmers 
are going to vote against it, and 
work for a real reform. 
Would Have Had Effect on 
Real Estate 
“The Illinois Agricultural asso­ 
ciation is convinced that the im­ 
proper provisions in 
the pending 
amendment, if adopted, not 
only 
could but would have very bad re­ 
sults on tangible property and most 
of all on real estate. The good pro­ 
visions of this amendment are far 
outweighed by its bad provisions. 
The association therefore 
has no 
choice but to refuse any support for 
the amendment. 
“It i egrets the delay 
of 
four 
years before a proper amendment 
an ae submitted, but believes that 
- May is far safer than the incor­ 
p o r a t i o n 0f dangerous provisions in 
in s titu tio n so difficult to amend. 
H'air Income Tax Possible 
/ ' 
Without Amendment 
the meantime much can be 
don#, not only in better enforce­ 
ment of the present revenue laws 
but also in using the great power 
given the general assembly by the 
present constitution*under 
which 
an income tax free from 
the re­ 
strictions proposed in the amend­ 
ment could he enacted, making pos­ 
sible the use of revenue to reduce 
or replace property taxes.” 
Fight Proposed 
Extension of 
Rowels to Park Boards 
The section which would extend 
to park boards, or sanitary districts 
or other special municipalities the 
authority to make iocal 
improve­ 
ments by special assessment of by 
special taxation of adjoining prop­ 
erty, is also attacked by the asso­ 
ciation. This power is now confined 
to cities, towns and villages. 
“Permitting the general assembly 
by majority vote to allow any tax­ 
ing district in Illinois to levy con­ 
fiscate! y taxes by special asses.>- 
ment on contiguous property, rural 
or otherwise, for 
local 
improve­ 
m ents,” the statement reads, “is a 
grave defect. 
This is a dangerous 
grant of power which would pave 
the way for aouses.” 
“The o p p o s i t i o n of the associa­ 
tion to the amendment is based up­ 
on its dangerous and improper pro­ 
visions, which would make our tax­ 
ing' system still more burdensome. 
k '^tld Limit Rural Education 
ike limitation restricting the 
state to 15 per cent of any income

Want Replacement, Not 
Confiscatory Tax 
“The distribution of the greater 
part of the revenue derived front a 
state income tax among the various 
taxing districts, to be used for any 
and. all purposes, would so divide 
the revenue that it would not serve 
as a ^placem ent tax, but as addi­ 
tional revenue. 
“The Illinois Agricultural Asso­ 
ciation repeatedly has opposed new 
forms of taxation unless they re-

To Continue Expansion Program 
The funds to be raised in the 
coming campaign will be used to 
underwrite the cost of supporting 
the Boy Scout program for 1930,

and during that time a consistent

Vast Realm of Spiritual

Jesus was “not for an 
age or for a people, but for all ages 
and all people.” 
Mr. Roger Babson in a recent a r­ 
ticle in the Northwestern Christian 
Advocate quoted the late Charles 
P. Steinmetz, who was recognized 
as the world’s foremost electrical 
engineer. 
Mr. Babson says 
that 
while talking over with Mr. Stein­ 
metz the prospective future inven­ 
tions in connection with radio, aero­ 
nautics, power transmission, “I ask­ 
ed him, ‘What line of research will 
see the greatest development dur­ 
ing the next fifty years?’ 
“A fter careful thought-, he 
re­ 
plied: ‘Mr. Babson, 
I think the 
greatest discovery will 
be 
made 
along spiritual lines. 
Here 
is

force which history clearly teaches 
has been the greatest powder in tin:

tories over to the study of God and 
prayer and the spiritual forces

When this day comes, the 
world will see more advancement in 
one generation than it has in the 
last tour’.”

It is essential 
to the acquisition and development 
of the understanding of divine 
Principle, which chiefly constitutes 
the mental equipment for success 
in Christian Science. 
Now and then, faith was incul­ 
cated by the speakers for God who 
furnished the 
foreward 
for the 
Christian gospel. For instance, one 
of them said that “the just shall 
live by his faith” (Habakkuk 2:4). 
They also taught the value of un­ 
derstanding: “Understanding is a 
wellspring of life 
unto him that 
hath it” (Proverbs 16:22). And in 
the New' Testament Paul once used 
our term “spiritual 'understanding” 
(Colossians 1:9). Nevertheless, the 
concordances to the Scriptures dnd 
the 
Christian 
Science 
textbook, 
“Science and Health with Key to 
the Scriptures” by Mary Baker Ed­ 
dy, prove 
beyond 
question that 
faith had the distinct prominence 
in original Christianity wffiich un­ 
derstanding has in its Science. So 
Mrs. Eddy declared the relation be­ 
tween these subjects in our reli­ 
gion -when she said that Christian 
Science “couples faith writh spirit­ 
ual 
understanding” 
(The 
First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, 
and 
Miscellany, p. 108). 
Christ jesus, it is to be remem­ 
bered, delivered the explicit teach­ 
ing, “Have faith in God” (Mark 
11:22). 
None of his teachings is 
more emphatic than this one: none 
is oftener repeated in similar words. 
Furthermore, he specified faith as 
an 
essential factor in 
effective 
prayer or treatm ent. 
Thus, w’hen 
his disciples asked him wrhy iney 
had failed to cure in a certain case, 
he answered, “Because of your lit­ 
tle faith” (Matthew^ 17:20). 
This 
quotation is from the American Re­ 
vised Version. He meant that faith 
is an essential factor in mental 
practice. “According to your faith 
be it unto you” is a general rule. 
Then, exactly, what is faith? The 
New7 Testament w arrants the con­ 
clusion that 
faith 
includes more 
than belief in God and His com­ 
plete provision for the welfare of 
man: it involves assurance or cer­ 
titude based on conviction and evi­ 
dence 
of spiritual realities. 
In 
short, faith denotes confidence, re­ 
liance, 
trust based on 
evident 
trustworthiness. 
Likewise. 
Mrs. 
Eddy has consistently distinguish­ 
ed between the faith which is blind 
and that which is enlightened. F ur­ 
ther. she has given an exceedingly 
helpful description of faith: 
“It 
is a 
chrvsalis 
state of human 
thought, in 
which 
spiritual evi­ 
dence, contradicting the testimony 
of material sense, begins to appear, 
and Truth, the ever-present, is be­ 
coming understood” (Science ane 


regards doubt, fear, and all evil, 
but understanding is more depend­ 
able. Understanding is more spir­ 
itual than ordinary faith. 
It is 
also more scientific, because it cor­ 
responds more definitely to spir­ 
itual lawr and can be employed in 
a more methodical way. 
For an­ 
other illustration, faith in God or 
good does not necessarily exclude 
belief in evil or fear of it. Under­ 
standing does. 
When 
individual 
consciousness is characterized by 
spiritual understanding, belief in 
evil or fear of it is necessarily ex­ 
cluded. 
To take another illustra­ 
tion: 
one can speak of a divided 
faith, but not of a divided under­ 
standing. 
This is to say th at the 
faith in God which is less than ab­ 
solute may be divided between good 
and evil, m atter and Spirit, but 
genuine understanding cannot be 
divided between 
and devoted to 
opposite subjects of thought. 
Nevertheless, faith is to be de­ 
sired and acquired. 
We can pray 
to God. as the apostles said to 
Jesus, “Increase our faith” (Luke 
17:5), foi the faith imparted by 
infinite Mind would be both ab­ 
solute and enduring. 
And as re­ 
gards “an absolute faith th at all 
things are possible to God,” its 
great vafue to Christian Scientists 
and to all people is shown by the 
fact that Mrs. Eddy has used these 
quoted words (on page I of Sci­ 
ence and Health) when describing 
“the prayer that reforms the sin­ 
ner and heals the sick.”—From an 
editorial in the 
Christian Science 
Sentinel by Clifford P. Smith.

He is in immediate charge 
of the cooperative experiments on 
corn borer control which the Col­ 
lege of Agriculture, University of 
Illinois and the Natural 
History 
Survey ar** conducting near Toledo, 
Ohio. ‘ 
Had it md been for the unusual 
weather conditions of the summer, 
the corn borer situation might now 
be tai more grave than it is, accord­ 
ing to Dr. Hayes. 
Moths of the in­ 
sect began then flight in 
June; 
somewhat 
earliei 
than 
normal. 
They were present in large numbers 
and on* experienced 
government 
observe} reported that the flight 
was the largest he has ever seen. 
riles* 
large numbers of moths 
laid twice as many eggs on the Il­ 
linois experimental corn plots neai 
Toledo as weie deposited last year 
on the same number of hills. 
Be­ 
mus* ol tile weather 
conditions, 
howevei, the corn leaves curled up 
arni exposed many of 
these egg 
masses to the direct rays of tile sun. 
Consequently many oi 
th** 
eggs 
dried up and failed to hatch o r were 
loosened and blown from the plants. 
This thinning oi the coin borer's 
ranks left a spotted infestation, Dr. 
Hayes imported.

Illinois Farmers 
Now Do Accounting 
Ahead ofAll Jobs 


Urbana, 111., Sept. 
13—Up-to- 
date Illinois farmers who used to 
do scanty bookkeeping by 
lamp 
light in odd moments now stop ev­ 
erything else until the “brain work" 
is done. 
At least, 2,456 who are 
enrolled in the farm accounting ser­ 
vice of the College of Agriculture, 
University of Illinois cheerfully 
stopped their teams and tractors 
long enough during the past sum­ 
mer to go over their accounts with 
representatives of the college farm 
organization and management 
de­ 
partment. 
The accounting service is now 
rounding its fifteenth year and nev­ 
er was there better 
interest nor 
more hearty cooperation 
on 
the 
part of the farm ers who are en­ 
rolled in it, according to a report 
by Ii. Ii. Hudelson, extension spec­ 
ialist in farm 
organization 
and 
management. 
The college repre­ 
sentatives made the 
2,456 farm 
visits in 175 days, which is an av­ 
erage of 14 farms a day. Often as 
many as 20 farmers a day 
were 
visited between early morning and 
late evening. 
The big m ajority of those en­ 
rolled in the project showed by ac­ 
tion as well as by work that they 
find a suitaale accounting service 
a real help in managing the mod­ 
ern business of farming, Hudelson 
reported. Many of them have been 
using the accounting 
service for 
seveial years and showed by their 
attitude that they look forward to 
the annual visit when a college rep- 
res* ntative familiar 
with a large 
number of similar farm s brings a 
complete summary of the 
past

an analysis of the 1930 census re­ 
turns, 
made 
heie 
by 
Dr. 
An­ 
dy Hall, state health director. Ex­ 
cess of births over deaths since the 
1920 census in Chicago accounted 
for 9.7 percent increase in the pop­ 
ulation of that city while from the 
same source the volume 
of 
in­ 
crease down-state was only 7.7 per 
cent. 
For the whole state 8.5 per­ 
cent of the decennial increase in 
population was due to the excess 
of births over deaths and 9.2 per­ 
cent to immigration. 
“The 1930 census returns give 
the state about 81,(KIO more people 
than estimates based upon the 1920 
statistics,” said Dr. Hall. “This in­ 
dicates more favorable health con­ 
ditions than previously announced 
death rates showed. 
The general 
death rate in the state for 1929, 
figured on the basis of the new pop­ 
ulation estimates, is 11.6 per 1000 
instead of 11.7, a difference which 
means that 756 fewer people died 
than would have succumbed had the 
higher rate prevailed. 
“The death rate from tubercu­ 
losis for 1929 now appears to have 
been 69.4 instead of 70.1 pen 100,- 
000 population, givktg Illinois not 
only the lowest late on record in 
the state but one of tho most fav­ 
orable in the country. 
The rate 
from pneumonia declines from 83.3 
to 82.4. 
Similar changes apply to 
death rates from other causes. 
“Of great significance is the fact 
that most of the population 
in­ 
crease in Illinois took place in the 
cities. The growth in Chicago alone 
exceeded that for all the rest of 
the state by nearly 100,000. 
Con­ 
tinued drift of the population to- 
i ward the cities means an increas­ 
ing demand for water, sewer, edu­ 
cational and recreational facilities, 
m atters which bear directly upon 
health and life. 
City 
planning 
must observe these facts. 
“Every increase in a city popu­ 
lation makes more easily possible 
an explosive 
epidemic. 
Through 
public health departments cities 
have already demonstrated that al­ 
most perfect coni vol over 
health 
m atters may 
he 
exercised. 
The 
greater increase in city than in ru­ 
ral populations from births indi­ 
cates an enormous improvement 
in the safety of city life, 'the strong 
continued flow of population toward 
the cities increases the demand for 
public health service for the pro­ 
tection of both the citizen and new7 
comer.”

alfalfa-red clover mixture as a reg­ 
ular crop in their rotation, he ie- 
ported. 
High yields of fine hay produced 
by the new mixture is what spelled 
the doom of the oid combination, 
Gault said. 
At the eollege’s Car­ 
linville soil experiment 
field th, 
clover-alfalfa 
mixture yielded a 
five-year average of four tons ol 
hay an acre on land treated with 
manure and limestone. On the Jol­ 
iet field in 1929, land treated with 
maure, limestone and rock phos­ 
phate yielded close to four tons of 
nay. 
However, land on this fifid 
treated only with manure yielded 
but one-fourth of a ton of hay. At 
the Oquawka field, on dune sand, 
the c I o v e )-alfalfa 
combination 
yielded five tons of hay an acre 
on land treated with manure and 
limestone. 
The mitxure is handled like the 
usual clover crop, »eing allowed to 
stand only one year. 
In the first 
cutting tile clover usually predom­ 
inates. but in the succeeding cut­ 
tings the hay is largely alfalfa.
